Since claim 5 is a non-elected claim, claim 1 1 , which depends 
on claim 5, is also withdrawn from consideration as being directed to the non-elected 
invention.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

5. Claims 1-4, 7-10, 12, 18 and 20 are rejected under U.S.C. 102(e) as being 

anticipated by Ichikawa et al. (6,175,150). 

The figures and reference numbers referred to in this office action are used 

merely to indicate an example of a specific teaching and are not to be taken as limiting. 
Regarding claims 1 and 18, Ichikawa et al. disclose (see specifically 
figures 58-65, Col. 15, Col. 16, lines 45-67) a semiconductor device comprising: 
a plurality of leads 33; a resin encapsulated body 32, which comprises: a first 
surface (e.g., top surface); a second surface (e.g., bottom surface); and four side 
surfaces (see figure 61). It appears form Ichikawa et al.'s device package that 
leads 33 project outward from the resin encapsulated body 32 through at least 
one of the four side surfaces and through the second surface (e.g., the bottom 
surface), wherein each of the plurality of leads 33 includes an extending end 
surface and two extending side surfaces which are free from resin (see figure 



Regarding claim 2, Ichikawa et al. further disclose the first surface area of 
the resin encapsulated body 32 (see figure 62) is larger than the second surface 



61). 
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area of the resin encapsulated body 32, which is exclusive the surface areas of 
leads 33 and the end parts 36 (see figure 64). 

Regarding claims 3-4, 7-10, 12, and 20, Ichikawa et al. further disclose 
two hand-leads 67 (e.g., connection parts) connecting a tab 37 (e.g., die pad), 
which is sealed in the resin encapsulated body (see figures 58-59).
